were saved. So the book also... 


says that Jesus baptized at a 
certain place, but yet He did not 
do the baptizing, His disciples 
did it. This is like a certain 
man builds a house, but yet he} 
does not build the house, the, 
carpenter builds the house. The 
man does it by having others to 
do it. Jesus baptized by having 
others to do it. (John 4:1,2.) 
And this same analogy can just 
as well apply in adding to the 
Church. The Lord added to the 
Church. And since it has been 
discovered that Paul tells us to 
excel in building up the Church, 
iand we know that carpenters 
build up by adding to, it is cer- 
tainly not forcing Scripture to 
conclude that the Lord adds 
people to His Church by using 
His followers, like the disciples 
ibaptized for Him.

In the text we get a glimpse 
of the clearness of Christ's con- 
ception of His mission to the 
world. ‘‘To this end have I been 
born, and for this cause have I 
into the world that I 
should testify to the truth.’ He 


‘is now betore Pilate and nearing 


the end of His earthly life. The 
unity of His life, we see as we 
study it, is the following out to 
the minutest detail the principle 
which He says has been and is 
His controlling purpose—to tes- 
tity to the truth. In,the events 
which are to follow Jesus is true 
to the conception of His mis- 


\sion, even though His  persist- 
‘ance in bearing witness to the 


truth leads Him to the ignomin- 
ious death upon the cross. 
Fidelity to His mission He car- 
ried to the extent of yielding 
up His own life rather than 
cease to bear witness to the 
truth. 


My theme is testimony to the 
the need of this testi 
mony, the obligation of those 
who know the truth, to bear 
witness to it, and the results 
which come from lives which 
are testimonials to the truth. 
The wants of the world are not 
always its needs, and not in- 
frequently we are unconscious 
of our deepest needs. So com- 
plex is life, so easily dimmed 
is our vision, so apt’ is our 
judgment to be influenced by 
our testimony rather than by 
our permanent interests, that 
our sense of relative values be- 
comes at times hopelessly con- 
fused. 

In the time of Jesus He saw 
illustration of this all about Him. 
The same thing was true in the 
time of the prophets. They 
were raised up to bear witness 
to a certain phase of truth: 
Jesus came to testify to the 
truth. The idea of religion held

Instances 
are not wanting, indeed the 
pages of history are eloquent 
with the heroic sacrifices of 
those who have endured all sorts 
of punishment and torture and 
have yielded life itself rather 
than be false to the truth 
and the Church of God. 
There is no redemption of 
che race except through suf- 
fering. Every man who has 
a message from God _ in 
his heart, and who fearlessly 
delivers this message is bound 
to stir up the PASSIONS of the 
SELF-INTERESTED and _ to 
bring FURY upon his head. 

But the world is not wholly 
given over to the interests of 
selfishness. In every heart there 
are two elements, selfishness and 
love. It is a vital matter as to 
which has control. Testimony 
to the truth, while it arouses the 
hatred of some, calls forth the 
nobler instincts and asperations 
of others. Jesus bears witness 
to the truth and yields up His 
life as a measure of His fidelity 
to truth; a few men are pos- 
sessed by the same passion 
to live and bear testimony 
to what they believe is true.
